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New Events for 
PrideFest Weekend 

For Harrisburg's 18th Annual Pride Festival, the Central PA 
PrideFest Committee has expanded events to include a 
full weekend of activities. The new events for this year will 
occur on Sunday, July 27, 2008. 

Wake up early on Sunday to participate in the Common 
Roads Pride Race. This is a 5K run/walk, which begins at 
Front and Paxton Streets near the PrideFest Main Stage 
area. The race will continue over to City Island before 
returning to Riverfront Park for the finish. The 5K/3.1 mile 
course has been measured, but not certified. The race will 
be professionally timed with results posted on the PrideF¬ 
est website. Non-monetary awards will be given to first, 
second, and third place winners in different age categories. 

People of all age and physical abilities may participate in 
the race. The course is wheelchair accessible. Registra¬ 
tion forms can be found online by clicking on the link on the 
Pride website, www.harrisburgpride.org, or by visiting the 
Common Roads website directly at www.commonroads. 
org. Registration fees are $20 in advance and $25 the 
day of the race. Children under 16 years of age are $10. 
Registration will begin Sunday morning at 7:30 AM, with the 
race beginning at 9 AM. For the safety of all participants, 


no bikes, in-line skates, headphones, or animals (except 
those that aid differently-abled persons) are permitted. 
Sponsors will provide water at tables approximately every 
quarter mile. 

The second event on Sunday July 27,2008 will be Spirits 
United, an interfaith service to be held at 7 PM at Market 
Square Presbyterian Church. The theme for this year's 
service is "Celebrating Our Journeys." The service will 
feature contributions from many different faith traditions. 
People from Christian, Jewish, Muslim, Buddhist, Native 
American, Humanist, and Unitarian Universalists traditions 
will present readings and/or reflections from their faith tradi¬ 
tions. The combined choir from the Voices United concert, 
held Friday evening, will return to present additional music 
selections. A dessert reception will follow the service. 

Mark Smith, coordinator for the event, believes the service 
will be a great way to end the PrideFest weekend. He 
hopes to see a significant amount of people in attendance. 
“This service is about coming together to celebrate com¬ 
munity and diversity," Smith states. Mark especially wants 
to thank all of the Silent Witnesses who help out during the 
PrideFest weekend. He continues to say, “Hopefully the 
Spirits United service will be a way folks can express their 
religious beliefs and detoxify from the negative, hateful 
display the protestors provide outside the festival gates.” 
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Gays in the Media 

a look at gay protrayal and its acceptance 
in television 

According to Parentstv.org there are an estimated 
109.6 million televisions scattered across the United 
States. A bit over twenty percent of the viewers 
watching the edited images and messages seen day in 
and day out are impressionable children; the rest, just 
as impressionable, are you and I. With an assortment 
of channels and networks, sitcoms and programs with 
narrow information, shoddy depictions, and persis¬ 
tent displays of stereotypical characters, our heads 
are steadily being filled with shallow perceptions of a 
conservative minority. The media has made leaps and 
bounds in subjects and areas of discretion since the 
Golden Era, however the content aired is still being 
severely limited and edited, especially when dealing 
with the richness and diversity of the LGBT com¬ 



munity. While the general finding is that the notion 
of gay and lesbian characters are not welcomed by 
all, it has been widely accepted in the 21st century. 
But with regulations and the role of economics, the 
gay and lesbian community is being overshadowed, 
allowing the public to receive a jaded perception of 
the rich and colorful society that helps to make up 
our diverse culture. 

Visible and unmistakable gay and lesbian char¬ 
acters have been splashed throughout television’s 
history, roughly since 1970, with first notable gay 
character Daniel Sereno, played by British actor 
Daniel Massey in the PBS aired drama. The Roads 
to Freedom. Sereno played a role in ten episodes, 
making him a regular cast-mate. By 1980 there were 
approximately fifty-eight gay characters in televi¬ 
sion shows aired regularly, including well known 
comedian Billy Crystal as Jodie Dallas, an openly 
gay man who fathers a daughter after being seduced 
by a friend, in the popular satire. Soap. An even more 
amazing jump of eighty-nine characters followed in 
the next ten years. Now, more than four hundred gay 
and lesbian characters have found their homes on 

network and pav cable channels, helping to bring in

some of the highest ratings in television history. With 
such high approval ratings, network companies and 
hungry advertisers are jumping to get a piece of the 
action, as long as the LGBT content doesn’t exceed 
the limit of explicit sexuality and, frankly, accuracy. 

One major reason for the often misrepresentation 
of the gay and lesbian community lies within the 
differences between network television and pay cable 
channels and the funds that they receive. Econom¬ 
ics plays one of the biggest roles when determining 
what is being aired on which station and when. 
Advertisers become very interested in a network that 
can produce high ratings to promote sales of their 
product because network television is nothing more 
than a commercial entity trying to rake in the largest 
amount of viewers as possible. With the constant 
worry of special interest groups lobbying advertisers 
to not support controversial programming, networks 
opt to severely limit and edit the images presented as 
to not risk the loss of viewers. Networks didn’t limit 
programming so far as to leave out the gay and lesbi¬ 
an community. Instead, they embraced the diversity 
in a somewhat weak way, and have had advertisers 
paying top dollar to air their products during some of 
the most popular gay theme programming. 

When the NBC network had their “Must See TV” 
line up on Thursday nights, the ever popular Will and 
Grace helped to gamer some of the highest ratings. 
The show became an instant hit with advertisers. 



You can find repeats of Will and Grace on practically 
every cable channel, with a team that could bring 
any house down, and writers and producers willing 
to push the envelope just a bit. It was suddenly cool 
to be gay, and anyone who was anyone in Holly¬ 
wood was chomping at the bit to show their support, 
including a line up of popular guest stars playing 
gay characters, such as Rosie O’Donnell, Michael 
Douglas and Matt Damon. Americans didn’t seem to 
mind watching gay characters each Thursday night. 









as long as Will continued to look and act straight, and 
Jack stayed the queen he was, over the top, effemi¬ 
nate, and hilarious. The public didn’t have to witness 
sexual acts or true gay relationships. A romantic 
courtship was rarely shown, and if it was, it was 
displayed with simple handholding or a single kiss. 
The focus was on the humorous trials and tribulations 
of four New Yorkers, not on gay sexual relationships. 
Although shallow and mostly stereotypical, it held an 
entertaining and fresh spin on gay theme program¬ 
ming, opening the doors for similar shows. Will and 
Grace received many awards from The Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance against Defamation (GLAAD) for its 
support of the gay community, and continues to grace 
the small screen, almost certainly for years to come. 

The Ellen DeGeneres Show 
is a popular, highly rated 
talk show aired on network 
television since September 
of 2003, almost six years 
since the cancellation of her 
sitcom, Ellen. After com¬ 
ing out of the closet very 
publicly in an hour-long 
episode on her sitcom, her 
ratings had taken a fall, and 
the show was cancelled. The lack of support did 
anything but deter the comedian and humanitarian, 
as she moved on to host her multi-Emmy Award 
winning talk show. The daytime talk show's concept 
focuses mainly around celebrity and musical guests, 
along with human-interest stories and audience par¬ 
ticipation. Ellen’s sexual preference is hardly ever 
referred to, and homosexuality is not often a subject 
discussed on the show. The ambiguity of it all and 
the fun of the program, on average, gathers about 
three million viewers per episode, making it one 
of the highest viewed daytime shows. Advertisers 
don't have a problem with a lesbian hosting the sixty 
minute program. They care about content, and since 
the content is clean, fun, and hugely popular, their 
products continue to fill your screen. 

Network television tends to keep its material as shal¬ 
low and stereotypical as possible, and that seems to 
be what is keeping the public’s approval favorable. 
With the neglect of the networks showing a genuine 
gay concept, it is being left to pay cable channels to 
bring authenticity to the programs and their content. 
The depictions shown on the pay cable channels are 
without the funds of advertisers, and so freedom is 
given and there are no restrictions on material and 
language. Showtime, 
a popular pay cable 
channel, has taken 
the liberation and run 
with it. The station 
aired some of the 
most groundbreaking 




programs in history, including Queer as Folk, a gay 
themed British program that became an American 
phenomenon in 2000. The show lasted five years, 
receiving rave reviews and numerous nominations 
from GLAAD for best outstanding drama series, 
along with many other nominations from different 
groups ranging from best sound editing to best cast. 

Shortly after came 
the dramatic series. 
The L Word, a show 
portraying the lives 
of lesbians, bisexuals, 
and transgenders in 
West Hollywood. The 
pilot episode aired in 
January of 2004, and 
the series will come 
full circle ending in 
January of 2009. The 
L Word was also nominated and honored with an 
array of awards from different groups for its support 
of the gay and lesbian community. 



Both Queer as Folk and The L Word tapped into 
taboo content and unchartered waters. Queer as 
Folk was the first series on television to simulate 
sex between two men. The socially groundbreaking 
content did anything but discourage viewers from 
tuning in each week. While their target audience 
of white, gay men helped earn high ratings, it was 
heterosexual women who couldn’t get enough. The 
L Word has been on the rise, while it confronts issues 
of infidelity, artificial insemination, same sex parents, 
and bisexuality. Controversy seems to surround 
every plot in these series, and is helping to shed light 
on issues such as gay bashing, same-sex marriage, 
and underage prostitution. Viewers are given the op¬ 
portunity to tune into a lifestyle that is as real as their 
own, no matter how different that style may be. 

With the growing acceptance of such programming, 
and the larger number of viewers tuning into such 
liberal series, it can be assumed that similar program- 
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ming is only going to intensify and grow stronger 
with each passing season. The next giant step for 
the LGBT community is going to be overcoming the 
taboo and misunderstanding of bisexuality, a subject 
that is being ignored by writers and networks in the 
hopes of not further confusing the public. There are 
currently no regular bisexual characters on network 
television. When there is a slot for a bisexual charac¬ 
ter they are cast into a supportive role available for 
comic relief, or viewed as insatiable or promiscuous. 

Sandra Bernhard 
played a bisexual on 
the longtime running 
sitcom, Roseanne. 
Bernhard’s character 
was Nancy, a family 
friend of the Conners, 
who went from dating 
men to dating women, 
back to dating men 
again. She was quirky 
and funny, and wore 
clothes so tight you 
wondered how she 
could breathe. She was the definition of a sidekick, 
bringing comic relief to every scene in which she 
appeared. She was hardly ever taken seriously, and 
her sexuality was most often taken lightly. In one 
historic episode, while the characters enjoyed a girl's 
night out, a kiss was shared between Roseanne and 
Mariel Hemmingway, the actress playing Nancy’s 
girlfriend. The characters in the episode treated the 
scene as a big deal, and so did the public. Bisexuality 
on network television has since become a thing of 
the past. 

There is light at the end of the tunnel for viewers 
looking to see more cultural diversity on the small 
screen. With the integration of LGBT characters 
and organizations such as The Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation (GLAAD), content will 
only improve with time. GLAAD “is dedicated to 
promoting and ensuring fair, accurate and inclusive 
representation of people and events in the media as 
a means of eliminating homophobia and discrimina¬ 
tion based on gender identity and sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” It was founded in 1985 in New York City in 
response to the slander and misrepresentation of an 
AIDS article published in the New York Post. The 
non-profit organization took up the cause in Los 
Angeles, and was heard in the entertainment industry. 
GLAAD helped to change the industry by present¬ 
ing a different portrayal of gay and lesbians in the 
media. GLAAD hosts media awards show in four 
major cities throughout the United States, and honors 
those giving fair, accurate and positive depictions of 
the LGBT community. It is one of the most powerful 
entities in the entertainment industry today. 


Gay and lesbian characters barely put a dent in the 
numbers of the Hollywood scene, but with continued 
support and acceptance, the numbers will steadily 
grow. Over four hundred characters is an impres¬ 
sive amount, but with the increasing awareness of 
the gay and lesbian community the surface is only 
being scratched. With the knowledge and awareness 
on the rise, it is the hope that with time, depictions 
of bisexuals, omnisexuals, and transsexuals will find 
a home on network and pay cable channels as well. 
With the already narrow vision television has for gays 
and lesbians, these sexual minorities are practically 
invisible. Making them visible would be highly 
beneficial, not only for those questioning their own 
sexual identity, but the heterosexual public as well. 

By becoming teachers and leaders in our community, 
the GLBT community can help the world spin more 
balanced than before. The next time you turn on one 
of 109.6 million televisions remember, as the Kinks 
once sang, “Girls will be boys and boys will be girls, 
it’s a mixed up, muddled up, shook up world.” ■

“Lazarus, Come Out!”

Telling the Truth 

Nearly two years ago, I mustered up the courage 
to announce to my parents that I was a gay man. I 
was blessed in that they expressed genuine concern 
for my happiness and since then have remained 
entirely supportive. What I didn’t know is that they 
were perhaps too comfortable with my orientation: 

I found out just last weekend at their fortieth wed¬ 
ding anniversary that they had conveyed my sexual 
preferences to a few members of my family shortly 
after my pronouncement, and that virtually my entire 
extended family knew. I felt so free! When the DJ 
played “Dancing Queen,’’ I felt I had nothing to lose 
as my aunt dragged me onto the dance floor. “Two 
dancing queens are better than one!’’ she proclaimed. 

I love her to death! 

In the introduction to Dr. Rob Eichberg’s book 
“Coming Out: An Act of Love,’’ he states that his 
book is “about coming out, telling the truth and being 
powerful in your life.’’ Most of all, he says, “...it is 
a book about love.’’ Conversely, in Sara L. Boesser’s 
book entitled “Silent Lives: How High a Price,’’ she 
enumerates the personal as well as societal costs 
involved in a GLBTQ person remaining closeted. On 
a personal level, she notes that GLBTQ teens often 
withdraw from society and enforce a self-imposed 
isolation so they won’t be found out. It doesn’t stop 
there, she argues. Midway through her book, she 
poignantly asks, “What price does the entire fabric 
of society pay when ‘passing’ as heterosexual, and as 
traditionally male/female, is a mandatory norm?” In 
essence, her answer is that GLBTQ people are more 
susceptible to curtailing their creativity, not following 
their dreams, and in the worse case scenarios, making 
the descent into depression or addiction in greater 
proportions than the general population as a direct 
result of their suppressed sexuality. This necessarily 
has an impact on society as a whole. 

“Come Out!” 

In the Gospel of John, chapter 11, we And one of 
the most powerful scenes in all of Scripture: Jesus 
raises the body of a dead man named Lazarus. The 
scripture tells us that Jesus arrives too late, and as a 
relative of Lazarus explains, “there will be a stench.” 
Yet, in Jesus’ words, the passing of Lazarus has oc¬ 
curred “that the Son of God may be glorified through 
it” (Jn. 11:4). The climax of this well-known biblical 
account occurs when Jesus stands before Lazarus’ 
tomb and shouts in a loud voice, “Lazarus, come 
out!” (Jn. 11:43) It is a classic story of freedom from 
the worst enemy of humanity: death. 


Contrary to what many in the religious right convey 
so often, at the heart of the Christian faith is a mes¬ 
sage of freedom. It is my firm belief that God in 
God’s infinite love and concern for our happiness 
desires that GLBTQ persons, at the appropriate 
time and place, will experience true freedom as they 
proudly make known to others who they are in the 
totality of their humanity. 

“Untie him and let him go,” is Jesus’ command sub¬ 
sequent the raising of Lazarus. This is a powerful re¬ 
minder that the Christian faith is indeed less about the 
constraints of rules and dictates, most of which are 
created by human beings, and more about liberation. 
The Bible again and again makes known in numerous 
ways the desire that God has for all people to know 
true freedom: from oppression, from tyranny, from 
prejudice, from the pains of abuse, and from anything 
that would keep us from growing as human persons. 

So often when I look out on a dance floor at a gay 
club, I see many men raising their hands in the air. 
During these times, I can’t help but think of worship¬ 
pers at charismatic churches! They often pray in that 
way, hands raised in praise, celebrating the freedom 
they have once they are aware of God’s unconditional 
love for them. Christians and non-Christians are 
all invited to celebrate the freedom that comes in 
allowing the burial bands of shame, fear, isolation 
and sadness at being a GLBT person to fall away. In¬ 
spired by Jesus’ desire that all should know freedom 
in life, we would do well to proudly announce who 
we are, raising our arms freely, allowing ourselves 
to be untied by whatever binds us, responding to the 
command: “Come Out!”

Often, a bed and breakfast costs very little more than the 
local chain hotels, with the added bonus of a delicious

So prepare for me to gush all over this page about this movie. It was one of the first gay 
movies that I viewed when I began to come out. It still is the best coming-out themed movie 
that I have seen. 

The story follows the life of a Mormon missionary from Idaho named Aaron Davis, played by 
Steve Sandvoss, during his assignment in Los Angeles. He lives with three other “Elders” in 
an apartment complex, which is also the home to gay party boy Christian Markelli, played by 
Wes Ramsey, and his roommate, aspiring singer Julie Taylor, played by Rebekah Johnson. 

— n —~ ,r Christian and Julie wait tables at “Lila’s," a restaurant operated by Lila Montagne, played 
delightfully by Jacqueline Bisset. Christian meets Aaron on the day he moves to LA, while he is moving into his apart¬ 
ment. 

Over the next couple of days they bump into each other in the courtyard and in the laundry room. They make small 
talk, until one day Christian cuts his posterior on a piece of metal sticking out of the front of his house. Aaron is sitting 
by, and comes to Christian’s aid when he faints from the sight of his own blood. Aaron escorts Christian into his 
apartment, and cleans his wound. This is a very erotic scene in which Christian stands at his bathroom sink dressed 
only in a black jock strap! Once cleaned up, Aaron delivers him into his bedroom, where Christian flops down on his 
bed. Things progress from there, but stop when Christian suggests sex doesn’t have to mean anything. It’s Aaron’s 
first time, and for him sex definitely means something. He goes off on Christian and tells him that he is shallow and 
doesn’t believe in anything. Aaron states that Christian is like a “giant marshmallow Peep." 

At work the next day Christian asks the other waiters whether they believe in god, and if they think he is shallow. 

There is some good humorous dialog here, and the result is a $50 bet on whether or not Christian can get one of the 
Mormons to sleep with him. 

One thing leads to another, and there is a bicycle accident in which Aaron’s missionary partner gets hurt, and Christian 
comforts Aaron when he returns to the apartment complex. The door to the apartment is left ajar, and the other Mor¬ 
mons walk in on a kiss between our leading men. Aaron is whisked back to Idaho, but has a layover in Salt Lake City. 
Christian finds out about the layover and flies there to meet him. They spend a very sexy night together and Christian 
opens up to Aaron emotionally. Aaron leaves in the morning to go home to be excommunicated from the church. 

So, trying not to give away the rest of the movie, the remaining plot revolves around emotional family moments, sharp 
objects, treatment facilities, moping, guilt, blame, etc. These are dark times. I will not tell you if there is a reunion. 

The coolest parts of the movie are the voiceovers at the beginning and end, as well as the conversation between 
Aaron and Lila in the middle of the film. It proposes that we are all connected in ways that we cannot always know, 
but that doesn’t mean that someday those connections will not be revealed to us.
